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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1 contains the limitation "according to 
American football rules" and " under conventional basketball rules" . Where a broad 
term that may be modified at a later date is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or 
describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 
USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). 
Claims 2-15 inherit the deficiencies of claim 1. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 22 contains the limitation "football mode" and 
"basketball mode" . Where a broad term that may be modified at a later date is used in 
a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the claim 
does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex 
parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murchison 
(20030236138). Murchison discloses a 

a) providing a field including a central playing area, a pair of end zones at 
opposite ends of the central playing area and a pair of basketball goals positioned in the 



end zones; b) allowing le offensive team in a football mode to attempt to move the ball 
across the field into one of the end zones and score points in the football mode while 
the defensive team attempts to prevent the offensive team from doing so; and c) 
allowing the offensive team in a basketball mode to attempt to make a basketball goal 
against the defensive tea in the basketball mode after moving the ball into the one of the 
end zones (fig 1 , abstract, claim 4). One using the device would naturally use the 
method claimed. The offensive player can pass the ball the length of the field as in a 
football game and then an offensive player can make a basket in the traditional manner. 
In as much terminology set forth by the applicant in the claims, playing the game as 
noted is capable of use in the intended manner if so desired (See MPEP 21 12).

Response to Arguments 
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Applicants arguments filed 10/5/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that more clearly disclosing the method claims, unduly 
inhibits the applicant. Unfortunately as noted in the 102 rejection above, the lack of 
clearly defined limitations prevents one of ordinary skill in the art from clearly knowing 
the metes and bounds of the invention. This lack of clearly defined limitations, increases 
the likelihood of the instant invention reading on an existing invention. 

The lack of clearly defined method steps in the existing claims, prevents one of 
ordinary skill in the art from knowing the metes and bounds of the claimed invention. 
Merely claiming that the addition of claim language would be burdensome to the 
invention is not a valid reason for failing to clearly define the invention is not found 
persuasive. .
